pine-apple flavor, is finding its way into 
the market. 
Then there is the ‘navel’ 
orang e, g rown ex tensively in Southern 
Ca’ifornia. 
It is considered particu­ 
larly fine, and soils at corresponding 
prices. 
The most curious thincr about 
it is the astonishing ly accurate imita­ 
tion of the human umbilicus whici 
ornaments the ex tremity farthest from 
tho stem. 
It is from this peculiarity 
that the variety takes its name.

The first pioneers were so successful 
in holding their settlements that others 
hastened to join them, attracted by tho

tling of Kentucky . 
Tosome, no d >nbt, 
the 
element 
of constant adventure 
was a g reat inducement and 
fully 
were they g ratified. Borne, like Simon 
Kenton, as a hunter and wocdsman 
second only to Boone, seemed to seek 
hazard. 
He it was whos * desperate 
ride, lashed to the back of an untamed 
horse, was the true orig inal of B rron’s 
“Mazeppa.” 
Unlike Boone, 
Kenton 
ex cited in his Indian foes the most ex ­ 
asperated feeling s of veng eance. Aside 
from wounds received in fig ht, ho was 
several times broug ht t > the very verg e 
of 
death 
while a prisoner in tho 
Indians’ hands. 
On one occasion he 
was struck apparently dead with a 
tomahawk 
that 
clove his shoulder 
throug h the collar b me; three separate 
times lie was bound to the stake to die 
by fire and as often as eig ht times was 
he compelled to “run the g antlet.” 
None of this g eneration will ever know 
in its true sig nificance the horror of 
that word. 
There is now probably no 
man living who has “run the g antlet” as 
an Indian prisoner. 
The venerable 
and reverend Thomas P. Dudley , of 
Lex ing ton, Ky ., now* approaching his 
100th y ear, 
was sentenced, but re­ 
prieved. 
His comrades suffered the 
ordeal, while he iu mere whim was 
ransomed for a ponev and a keg of 
whisky . 
The Indians rang ed them­ 
selves in two lines, between which the 
prisoner was compelled to run for his 
life, eluding as best he could the blows 
of tomahawks and war clubs that were 
aimed at him in his flig ht. 
Sometimes 
g ood fortune or activity saved the 
prisoner. 
Sometimes 
the 
Indians 
would in more caprice use long sticks 
instead of deadly weapons, and in a few 
rare instances pure courag e saved tho 
victim. 
Kenton on one occasion won 
the applause of the head chiefs of tho 
Wy andofcs, who interfered to save his 
life from their infuriated warriors. 
No 
sooner was he unbound to commence 
the fatal race than he seized a war-club 
and dashed down the line, striking in 
desperation at every warrior armed with 
hatchet or club. 
Thoug h covered with 
wounds, he reached the g oal alive, still 
brandishing the weapon with which he 
had foug ht his way . 
The ex ploit was 
without a parallel in Indian ex perience; 
it won their admiration, and for that 
time saved him.

Thurlow Weed told a good story in 
the cloak-room of the iSonate ono day, 
about liis crony, Dean Richmond, of 
Albany.

lications the weekly is the most popu lar; tho 
monthly stands next in pu blic fav or, and the 
daily comes third. 
The great field where fu rther gain is possi­ 
ble is the field of the daily. 
The tendency 
for the daily is to increase as better postal 
facilities are established in ru ral commu ni­ 
ties. 
At present the circu lation of the dailies 
is only a little more than a fou rth of the cir­ 
cu lation of the weeklies. 
An interesting 
qu estion is; “How fast will the daily catch 
u p with the weekly ?” 
To show the comparison more in detail, it 
may be stated th at more than 75 per cent of 
all the periodicals issu ed appear weekly, more 
than. 11 per cent, appear monthly, more than 
9 per cent* appear daily, and all the semi­ 
weekly, tri-weekly, bi-weekly, semi-monthly, 
bi-monthly, and qu arterly pu blications com­ 
bined comprise less than 5 per cent of the 
whole. 
When considered not in rela tion to number 
of sepa ra te na med publica tions, but by the 
compa ra tive tota l output for a single issue, 
the weekly is still a hea d, ha ving a lmost ex ­ 
a ctly DO per cent, of the tota l issue; the 
monthly ia still second, ha ving a trifle 
more tha n 20 per cent.; the da ily continues 
to be third with a fra ction a bove 15 per cent*, 
lea ving less tha n 5 per cent, of the circula ­ 
tion to be supplied by the six other cla sses. 
It is believed tha t the United Sta tes a nd 
Ca na da ha ve a tota l popula tion of ra ther 
more tha n 65,000,000. 
Allowing the usua l es­ 
tima te of five persons to a fa mily , the a ctua l 
number of fa milies is not fa r from 13,000,000. 
The circula tion sta tistics given a bove a llow 
two sepa ra te regula r subscriptions to a peri­ 
odica l for every fa mily in the la nd a nd 
lea ve a surplus of more tha n 4,000,000 regu­ 
la r subscriptions to supply those fa milies tha t 
ta ke more tha n two newspa pers or periodica ls 
ea ch. The tota l a nnua l issues of a ll the pa ­ 
pers published a llow 1,190 copies of some pe­ 
riodica l to ea ch fa mily during the y ea r, or 
more tha n three a nd a ha lf copies every 
week. 
The number of monthlies printed is a lmost 
la rge enough to supply one-ha lf of a ll the 
families, of da ilies to supply one-third of the 
families, a nd of weeklies to give a pa per reg­ 
u larly to every fa mily a nd lea ve a bout 
5,000, - 
!K30 surplus subscriptions to be divided a mong 
those who take more tha n one weekly news­ 
pa per. These figures a re va lua ble for the 
ev idence they give of the ex tent to which the 
American people rea d the newspa pers a nd

A gas or oil stov e takes the place 
of a costly and cumbrous cooking range. 
Coffee is bought not only parched but 
ground. 
Spices and pepper come all 
prepared for use. 
Ev ery kind of bread, 
cake, and pastry can be purchased at a 
slight adv ance on the cost of the ma­ 
terials they contain. 
If one wishes the 
sport of making them, self-raising flour 
may be had in any grocery . 
Fruit of all 
kinds all ready for the table can be pui> 
chased about as cheaply as that which 
must; be prepared. 
Not only lobsters 
and other shell fish, but salmon, may be 
>ought cooked and ready to bo serv ed at 
a price but little abov e whafc the crude 
articles cost; and cooked corned beef, 
ongue, pigs’ feet, and ham hav e long 
>een on the market. 
There are also canned soups, that 
only need to be diluted, mince meat, all 
ready to put between piecrusts, and 
roast meats and fowls of all descriptions. 
Some grocers keep mush prepared for 
fry ing. 
Boston baked beans, jntt up in 
caus. hav e had a great run during the 
past|few y ears. 
English plum puddings 
are also on the market. 
Cans of cooked 
green corn, 
beans, peas, tomatoes, 
cauliflower, and asparagus, with Sara­ 
toga fried potatoes, are to be found on 
the shelv es of any grocery , while laun­ 
dries do tho washing and ironing. 
It is no longer aeeesssary to be a 
cook, or to hav e a cook, to keep house. 
It requires scarcely any cooking utensils 
to prov ide a warm meal. 
A can opener, 
a fry ing pan and a coffee-pot are the 
principal requisites. 
Ev en the last is 
not absolutely noeessarv , since! a mix ­ 
ture of prepared coffee, sugar, and 
cream may readily be obtained. 
It is 
ev en practical ijow for the nov ice to dis­ 
pense with a ci>ok-book, as the label on 
ev ery can tells how to treat the con­ 
tents. 
Surely , ladies need no longer 
complain that the labors of housekeep­ 
ing keep them from cultiv ating their 
minds.—Amei'ica n Cultiva to r.

The old-fashioned gar­ 
den contained hollyhocks, which stood 
up right, lifting cup s of b eauty to in­ 
vito the wandering b ee; tiger lilies, 
red with b lack sp ots up on them, after 
the manner of the leop ard rather than 
the tiger whose taste runs to strip es, 
and from whose taste, likewise, p eop le 
who don’t want to b e eaten run. 
The 
tiger lily, so Tennyson says, “heavily 
hangs;” and, p erhap s it does in En­ 
gland, esp ecially in the fall, when Ten­ 
nyson describ es it as so desp ondent, 
and when the smell of the mold comes 
up so strong under the gray lowering 
sky, and nature sp eaks of the p assing 
of the year. 
b ut if the tiger lilv 
“heavily hangs,” we have r ot so noticed 
it in this country; it seemi all the more 
a scarlet sp ark against the ¿doom of 
dark foliage, and the even darker gloom 
tb at seems to rise from the ground and 
hang around the feet of the p lants, 
like the creep ing up of death. 
The 
hollyhocks have no such assertion; they 
are timid, for their size, and rather b e­ 
seeching in their asp ect. 
The ohl-fash- 
ioned garden must include the sun­ 
flower and the p ink p hlox, 
b y no 
means leave out the southern-wood, 
or “b oys’ love,” whose b ruised leaves 
give forth a p ungent 
odor 
which 
our grandmothers deemed a sovereign 
remedy for headache. The up roarious­ 
ly funny snap dragon would have to b e 
there, of course, and the marigold. 
And who does not rememb er the Can­ 
terb ury b ells, whoso b ells of p urp le or 
white seemed of wax, so smooth and 
firm of texture were they? Then the 
monks hood, so called, of rich b lue, 
almost p urp le, into which the b ees 
used to intrude themselves until they 
were almost out of sight, while to the 
astonished child who had noted the 
“b usy’s ” ap p roach the b lossom seemed 
to b ounce Ab out and growl as if b e­ 
witched. 
Lilacs we have still with us; 
fashion, which occasionally deviates 
into good sense, has set its ap p roval 
up on the white lilac, and has taken the 
b etter-known p urp le into its good 
graces. 
Lilacs, which wore considered 
eminently dooryard shrub s, used to b o 
p lanted so close to the windows that 
one wondered why the tenants of old 
colonial times should have felt the need 
of shutters or curtains in the summer. 
Koses were common, and are common 
to-day; b ut the York-and-Laneaster 
either has disap p eared altogether, or 
else has retreated into the most distant 
of rural districts. 
Occasionally one 
secs a Y'ork-and-Lancaster in the ex­ 
hib itions at Horticultural Hall, b ut in 
gardens no longer are to b e encoun­ 
tered the b lossoms of mingled white 
and red, emb lematical of the two 
b ouses. To have the garden and house 
in harmony, the latter should b e old, 
with wainscot and all the rest of it. 
The Listener b egs leave to say that if 
lie has misnamed any of the old flowers 
the controversy ab out them ends here.

boys away and tak e the necessary stops 
to k eep them away. 
Then there was a ministerial crisis 
right away. 
The pastor appealed the 
matter to the church. 
A meeting was 
held, and the question considered in all 
its bearings. 
The pastor pleaded the 
case almost with tears in his eyes, and 
certainly with humanity in liis heart. 
He carried the day, and was triumphantly 
sustained by tho church. 
And now, it is said, you may find 
plenty of boys, almost any day, linger­ 
ing around the steps of the church rest­ 
ing and gossiping, but few peanut shells. 
As the minister’s particular friends, they 
do not betray his confidence in them.—
